NEVADA SO1I.. 


EDITOB JOUBNAL:—I was pleased to 


read in your paper a few days ago an 
editorial that gave the key-note on the 
soil of Nevada. You said the soil of 
Nevada consisted of decomposed rocks 
—all soils are from the saute source, 
bat all soils do not contain iu quantity 
the same ingredienta. The chemistry of 
plant-making is not known, bat some 
matters are sufficiently known to lead to 
an intelligent conclusion on the subject 
of soils. Certain soils in Ohio have 
produced for eighty years, without ad- 
dition from manures, eighty bushels of 
corn per acre; yet these soils do not 
differ from soils in New England that 
are almost barren, except in relation to 
plant life. The soils in Ohio are more 
decomposed than the soils of the same 
nature in New England, and because of 
that fact, better adapted for vegetable 
growth. All the nutritious properties 
in vegetable composition are mucTe up of 
minerals in some form; the plant takes 
from the earth and air such properties 
as are necessary for its life anil struc- 
ture. The vegetable kingdom depends 
on inorgnnie matter for life, taking from 
the earth and air suoh properties as are 
required by the plant. 
Animal bodies 


take from the vegetable world and from 
each other, such properties as are neces- 
sary for their life and structure; vet 
both kingdoms are dependent on the 
same source for supplies. Some soils 
are better adapted for furnishing these 
supplies than others, from more than 
one cause. Nevada's soil from some 
cause, appears to be well adapted for fur- 
nishing the necessary plant-food for full 
end complete development in growth 
and quality. To show why tbis is so 
would require more space than you 
could give to the subject. It beiug 
true that all nutritious properties in 
vegetable matter is derived from decom- 
posed, mineral substances, should we bo 
surprised when we find in the apparent- 
ly barren soils of Nevada a grand adapt- 
ation for vegetable growth ? or that the 
grasses and other vegetable matter pro- 
duced is of the best possible quality for 
-producing fat and muscle, or that tbe 
fat and muscle produced is of the best 
texture and flavor, when we know every- 
thing necessary for a superior develop' 
meat of vegetable and animal growth IB 
present in large quantities in the soil, 
and will be ever present for all time in 
the decomposed mineral substances so 
abundant in the State. There are but 
feV, if any, rooks in Nevada that do not 
contain one or more of the minerals 
necessary to plant nnd animal life. So 
abundant are these decomposed miner- 
als that their hydrates may be found m 
every part of the State in large or limit- 
ed quantities wherever water rests and 
is, evaporated. Notwithstanding our soil 
shows its origin more fully than alluvial 
do by the ever-present gravel, yet no 
soil, wholly alluvial, contains the forces 
necessary for finished work in vegetable 
growth that is contained iu the decom- 
posed mineral soil of Nevada. 


PRESIDENTIAL HYPOCBIST. 


Cleveland rioalnc SUs Eyes to 
Tilings He One* Denounced. 


NEW YOKE, September 2.—The Eve- 


ning 'Post (Mugwump) says: "Tbe 
number of Federal office-holders who 
took part is the proceedings of the 
Democratic Convention at Allentown, 
Pa., was surely large enough to attract 
the Preoi dent's attention, even if the 
platform bad been more favorable to 
bis policy about various matters than it 
really was. Even those who can under- 
stand his winking at the disregard of 
his Utterances against political activity 
on the part of office-holders when the 
result is favorable to the Administration 
(which is, of course, immoral and in- 
admissible) would be completely puz- 
zled by finding that the office-holders 
were not only allowed to run conven- 
tions, |bnt run them in opposition to 
the President's well-known opinions 
and policy.

This impunity is very no- 
torious, and is supplying much material 
for fun, at the expense of the Mug- 
wumps, to the Elaine press. The Mug- 
wumps would be more troubled by it 
than they are if they did not feel it to be 
but temporary, and did not look forward 
with confidence to a great revival of 
consideration for their feelings.

would not give." 


He Kills Three Desperadoes Who 
Beslst Arrest. 
' 


A.UBUQUEBQUE, N. M., September 5.— 


A, desperate shooting affair occurred 
Sunday night at Holbrook, 
Apache 


county, Arizona, in which Andy Cooper 
and a half brother named Samuel Blev- 
ins were killed by Sheriff Owens, and 
John Blevins and Mose B. Roberts 
wounded, the former slightly and the 
latter mortally. 


The men killed and wounded have 


baen members of a desperate gang of 
eattle thieves, who have been a terror 
to the law abiding citizens of Tavapia 
and Apache counties, and openly boasted 
that the officers were afraid to arrest 
them. They have lately been engaged 
in a cattle war at Tonto Basin, in which 
several lives were lost. 


Sheriff Mulvenon, of Yavapai county, 


accompanied by Deputy Sheriffs Francis 
and O'Dell, have been in pursuit of 
the gong for several weeks, but were un- 
able to effect their capture. 


On Monday last Sheriff Owens learned 


that four men had arrived in Holrook 
and were residing in a email house 
near the Bailroad track. Armed with 
a Winchester the officer started alone 
to arrest the desperadoes. Arriving at 
the bouse he knocked, and upon the 
door being opened by Andy Cooper the 
officer informed him that he had a war- 
rant for his arrest. The only reply re- 
ceived was a bullet, which passed 
through the officer's coat, fortunately 
without injuring him. 


The fire was returned, and Cooper 


fell dead. The shooting then became 
general. 
Owens took his position at A 


window, shooting all three of the men 
inside the bouse. 


Samuel Blevins, one of the killed, is 


a boy only fourteen yeare of age, but 
fully as desperate as his older compan- 
ions. The Coroner's jury exonerate 
Sheriff Owens, who has the sympathy of 
the entire community.

Mr. Cleveland has now received the 


indorsement of four Democratic State 
Conventions, and is about to begin his 
"swinging around the circle." He may 
thus be considered squarely iu the 
field for a second term. What, then, is 
thij facing of tbe party at his back? He 
\v?3 elected upon pledges aud a plat- 
form to promote civil service reform. 
But in fact, the most he has done is to 
confine it in practice to the members of 
the Democratic party; he bag literally 
chained it to the party chariot wheels 
by submitting to party clamor for tbe 
spoils. Tbe Maryland Democracy in 
Convention indorse him in one breath, 
and in the next declare for the spoils 
system in all its original repulsivenesa. 
The Democratic Conventions of Ken- 
tucky, Ohio and Virginia indorse Mr. 
Cleveland, but open not their mouths 
in platform declarations concerning the 
civil service. But in the sessions of 
those bodies tbe reform was, from the 
rostrum and from the floor, roundly de- 
nounced and tbe Convention cheered 
the speakers. 
Probably none of the 


Conventions of the party will hereafter 
refer to the subject. The Democracy 
took up the "reform" as a convenient 
vehicle upon which to ride into power. 
That accomplished, it has no further 
use for it. But in what a predicament 
does this place Mr. Cleveland. If he 
was sincere in 1884 how can he accept 
the support of a party in 1888 that de- 
nounces or refuses to approve a policy 
to which he is pledged, he says, upon 
principle? The interesting question 
just now is, will Cleveland go back to 
the wallow of tbe spoils system and put 
behind him all the advocacy bo made 
for civil service reform, in order to se- 
cure renominstion ? If he does, tbe 
American people will know how to give 
him his due. If he attempts to ovade 
tbe issue by silence, he will prove cow- 
ardly. Certainly if his party will declare 
for the reform, its hypocrisy is too ap- 
parent to make that experiment a safe 
one now. But if Mr. Cleveland does 
not rebuke his party in this matter, 
how can he evade the charge of insin- 
cerity? And even if he does, what hope 
can he entertain of the support of 
friends of civil service reform, while he 
does battle in the front rank of tbe 
party of spoils and plunder?

The reporter did not stay to see what 
was the fate of Scott, but the last he 
saw of the man who had proved him- 
self, on many occasions, equal to any 
emergency, with grip sack in hand, he 
was wending his way into the car 
chuckling at his success, oaring little as 
to the fate of the man who probably saw 
the Sierras by moonlight. 


GBAPB CUI/TUBB.—A number of onr 


citizens have grape vines growing in 
their door yards but they have been 
planted more for shade than for the 
fruit they produce. 
Some of our resi- 


dents who have experimented in this 
manner and have'failed to secure a crop, 
labor Tinder the impression that vine 
culture would not be profitable in Ne- 
vada. The test they have made is not a 
fair one. 
As before stated they have 


raised the vine for shade purposes and 
have permitted the vines to run to wood 
thereby ruining them as producers. If 
good result* are to follow a venture in 
this direction, the vines must have a 
fair show and that is impossible unless 
they are carefully Uimmed, and are 
planted where the sun can strike them. 
Even the experiments that have been 
made here show conclusively that the 
vines produce well if properly taken 
care of. 
Mr. Cohu, of Carson, has 


taken the initiative in the grape culture 
in Western Nevada, and his experience 
has taught him that every hill where 
water can ba obtained can bo made prof- 
itable, and that the time will come when 
many portions of tiie Stute will be pro- 
ducing large quantities 
of grapes. 


Everything that is produced in Nevada 
is up to the standard of that raised else- 
where, and there is no reason why the 
same good results should not follow 
vine culture. Some one should make a 
venture here on a small scale, and if 
the effort is satisfactory, there would be 
no great chances to take. 


BICYCLM RACES.—There will be a ser- 


ies of bicycle races at the State Fair that 
promise to be extremely interesting. 
The first race will be a quarter of n mile. 
First prize will be the Society's lilver 
medal; the second prize a bicycle bell. 
The second race a half mile dash, will 
be for Richard Herz's gold medal, as 
the first prize and the second a bicycle 
lantern. The third, or State race, for 
the championship, will he one mile, and 
the prizes will be, first, the Society's 
gold medal and the second a cyclometer. 
The two first races are free for all, and 
one dollar for entrance. The entrance 
for the mile race will be $2 50. The 
day that the mile race comes off there 
will be a grand bicycle parade, in which 
the Carson and Reno clubs will partici- 
pate.
